A City and Its Future

planning and social sciences has been 
assembled to participate in the conference. 
They will tour the city and engage in an 
extensive fact-finding process at three 
community forums in April before return- 
ing on May 12 to present their findings 
and make their recommendations at 
Faneuil Hall.

Goody, Clancy and Associates has de- 
signed a wide variety of places to live — 
for the elderly, students, families; for peo- 
ple of low income and for the luxury 
market; in rural and in urban settings. 
The firm’s sensitivity to both social and 
aesthetic issues has been recognized by 
numerous design awards. These awards 
include the American Institute of Archi- 
tects’ National and Regional Honor 
Awards; Boston Society of Architects’ 
awards for excellence in design and 
neighborhood facilities; Progressive Archi- 
tecture’s Urban Design Citation, and 
recognition from the American Planning 
Association. 


Joan E. Goody AIA, will discuss the 
firm’s philosophy of creating a sense of 
community which transforms housing 
from a “‘project’’ into a ‘‘neighborhood.”’ 
Mrs. Goody, a former member of the 
Harvard Graduate School of Design 
faculty, will also show various successful 
housing communities and talk about those 
features of planning, development and 
forms, materials selection and landscaping 
which are critical to ail residential en- 
vironments but especially to our public 
housing.

BSA Energy Committee 
Book Review by Jeffrey T. Berg 


Concepts in Architectural Lighting, 
by M. David Egan. McGraw Hill. 
270 pp. 1983. $31.95. 


For the designer who wants one basic 
book on lighting, this is a good one to 
choose. It is organized in small concise 
units around clear diagrams, presenting a 
technical subject in an accessible way. The 
author considers the diagrams the ‘‘core’’ 
of the book, enabling the visually oriented 
to grasp a point quickly. In using draw- 
ings this way it owes much to Architec- 
tural Lighting Graphics by John Flynn, 
the author’s mentor. The difficulty with 
this organization is that the broad view of 
the subject suffers; a serious student 
would also want to read someone like 
William Lam for the conceptual frame- 
work. Egan’s work would have been bet- 
ter concentrating more on integrating 
lighting into a design and less on the fine 
points of calculations and hardware. 


Included in the book are sections on 
vision, measurement, light sources and 
systems, light and form, daylighting 
design, and illuminated models. Overall it 
is a good primer in that it touches on 
most aspects of the field and explains 
them clearly. 


The reviewer teaches lighting design at the 
Rhode Island School of Design and Roger 
Williams College.

Dear Fellow Architects: 


It’s been a year since I left the sheltered 
groves of academe for the rough and tum- 
ble of public architecture and construction. 
What have I learned so far about the Divi- 
sion of Capital Planning and Operations 
(DCPO) and what about the future? 


First, the name is both descriptive and 
deceptive. It is descriptive in the sense that 
Chapter 579 (The Onmibus Construction 
Reform Act) vested the responsibility for 
the planning and management of the 
state’s capital investment in buildings and 
land in DCPO. The name is deceptive in 
that it does not even hint at DCPO’s man- 
date for managing the programming, 
design and construction of all state build- 
ings. This activity last year consisted of 100 
projects and $82 million of construction 
committed. Currently, there are 70 
feasibility and programming studies and 
180 design contracts underway. These proj- 
ects ranged from $50,000 roof jobs to the 
$20 million Roxbury Community College. 


Second, I have found an agency that has the 
potential for becoming a leader in creating 
excellence in public architecture. My 
predecessor, Stuart Lesser, did an excellent 
and unheralded job of carrying out the tran- 
sition and transformation of the Bureau of 
Building Construction into the DCPO with 
its increased responsibilities in planning and 
real property. I have come to appreciate the 
dedication of the vast majority of DCPO 
staff — both veterans and newcomers — in 
carrying out their tasks while short-handed 
and under constant public scrutiny and 
criticism. With clear directions and support 
from Mike Dukakis to achieve excellence, I 
know that the DCPO staff can accomplish 
the objectives and high hopes set out in 
Chapter 579. 


What about the future? As far as the archi- 
tectural profession is concerned, the volume 
of work will be set by Chapter 723 of the 
Acts of 1983. The capital outlay bill that 
was passed by the legislature in the last ses- 
sion and signed by the governor on January 
12, 1984. This is the largest capital outlay 
budget ever enacted and the DCPO portion 
of it totals $416 million. This consists of 120 
building projects and 80 programming 
studies to be carried out over the next 
several years. Because construction must be 
paid by bonds, the pace will be set by the 
allotment restrictions in the bill and spend- 
ing plan controls by the Secretary of 
Administration and Finance to ensure that 
debt service stays within budgeted limits. 


Given this opportunity to renovate and to 

build new state buildings, many questions 

are raised which I would like to discuss in 

future newsletters and I would appreciate 

your thoughts and concerns. Some of the 

questions are: 

© How will the profession learn about the 
range of jobs for which design services 
will be sought? 

© How does the Designer Selection Board 
(DSB) make its decisions? 

¢ How can new, young, minority and 
women-owned firms be recognized? 

* Can acompetition format be devised 
which will permit new firms to have their 
talents recognized? 


¢ Should there be an awards program for 
excellence in design and construction? 


© Can the profession devise a peer review 
and jury system to help DCPO achieve 
its goal of excellence? 


Some of these questions were raised in a 
conversation with Peter Forbes, President 
of the Massachusetts State Association of 
Architects, and I am sure you have reac- 
tions to these and some questions of your 
own you want to raise. 


I will be at the BSA Architecture 84 Show 
on April 11, along with Bernard Spring, 
Chairman of the DSB, to talk about some 
of these topics. Or drop me a line. 


AIA Plans National Energy 
Conference in Boston 


An AIA conference on ‘‘Building 
Redesign and Energy Challenges”’ will be 
held in Boston at the Park Plaza Hotel on 
November 15-17, 1984. The AIA National 
Energy Committee was the originator of 
this conference, and the AIA Foundation 
has become the official sponsor, with 
technical and financial support from engi- 
neering, interior design, code, manufac- 
turing, preservation, research and real 
estate associations. As explained in the 
flyer sent to AIA member firms in 
January, the conference has a multidis- 
ciplinary focus — energy conservation and 
rehabilitation. Case studies and papers are 
solicited treating either ‘‘whole building”’ 
or component redesign issues, as well as 
programming, operation and control 
strategies, codes and standards, diagnostic 
and simulation techniques, community- 
scale strategies and energy-conscious 
strategies for historic preservation 
projects. 


As a member of both the BSA and AIA 
Energy Committees, and a member of the 
conference organizing committee, Don 
Klabin AIA requests suggestions from 
BSA members and chapter executives 
regarding local events which could supple- 
ment the conference program, such as 
building tours, BSA reception, etc. Clause 
Menders AJA has suggested that the BSA 
members’ design boards now being col- 
lected for a local exhibit be saved for 
display in the exhibit space at the con- 
ference. Additional suggestions regarding 
exhibit material are welcome. All sugges-

MONTICELLO 


Monticello, by William Howard 
Adams. Abbeville Press. 276 pp. 
$49.95. Hardcover. 


A beautifully illustrated book and the first 
major study of this remarkable house. 
The author deals extensively with Jeffer- 
son the political and social man and Jef- 
ferson the designer/builder in relation to 
his creation of Monticello. Details of con- 
struction and design are brought forth 
from Jefferson’s own drawings.
